1. NYT (PAGE 3) "MEMBERS OF CONGRESS WARN SOVIET ON NEW 
STRAINS." QUOTES BRADEMAS TO EFFECT THAT IF SOVIET UNION 
DOES NOT ADHERE TO HELSINKI AGREEMENT, DETENTE CAN BECOME 
MAJOR POLITICAL ISSUE IN 1976 CAMPAIGN; HE HOPES THIS 

WON'T BE NECESSARY. GREEN CITED MASSIVE GRAIN PURCHASES 
WITHOUT WARNING, AS WELL AS EMIGRATION, AS ISSUES, ADDING 
SOVIET THEORY THAT THOSE WHO OPPOSE TRADE NOW 
WERE AGAINST DETENTE NOT TRUE. SPEAKER ALBERT CHARACTER- 
IZED DISCUSSIONS AS CANDID AND FRIENDLY; THAT SOVIETS 
INSISTED THERE IS NO JEWISH EMIGRATION PROBLEM, AND THAT 
SOVIET LEGISLATORS WERE TOLD JACKSON AMENDMENT WOULD NOT 
BE REPEALED DURING CURRENT SESSION OF CONGRESS. CARTER 
AND MICHEL INDICATED THAT TRADE SHOULD NOT BE TIED TO 
EMIGRATION. YATES SAID DELEGATION HAD GIVEN SOVIETS LIST 
OF SEVERAL HUNDRED NAMES OF JEWS AND FENWICK SAID SHE IS 
CONFIDENT THEY WILL GET REPLIES. GRAIN SALES AND
